Mo Change In the Situation In .Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, 
NOT. 23.—Secretary 


Gresham showed very little interest in 
the news of the arrival oi the Alsuneda 
from Hawaii yesterday morning, am 
the impression made by the statemen 
that nothing new had happened up to 
the time the steamer had sailed was in 
marked contrast with that displayed 
on the arrival of the China 


At 1 o'clock the secretary put on hi 


coat and hat and we»t to attend th 
Fr«ach-Fearn wedding, remarking to 
the waiting newspaper men that h 
had no news beyond the bulletins Jur- 
nished by the press and a brief an- 
nouncement from the Western Union 
Telegraph Co of the arrival of the Ala- 
meda. 
Matters being thus remanded, more 


or less, to the domain of conjecture, 
the voluminous documents transmitted 
in connection with Mr. Blount's report 
are being carefully scanned with a 
view of deriving therefrom some sug- 
gestions a* to a possible course which 
he may have foreshadowed. 


In a dispatch addressed to Mr. Ores 


ham on the 28th of April last Mr. 
Blonnt takes up considerable space in 
a discussion of Borne efforts which Dr. 
William Shaw Bowen had been mak- 
ing in the character of self-appointed 
commissioner to bring about an ad- 
justment between the queen and the 
provisional government.

I told him that 
I had abstained from seeing her lest 
my visit might be construed in a way 
to produce disorders, until I thought 
all danger had passed. 


"I said to the ex-queen that I had 


been informed that certain persons 
had sought to impress her with the 
idea that the president desired some 
such adjustment as indicated to be 
made. 
"She replied that the parties who 


had represented her in other matters 
had talked to her on the subject; that 
she had declined to indicate any dis- 
position to act in the matter; that she 
had said to some of them that she 
would wait until President Dole came 
to see her in person, and had heard 
what he had to say; that she did not 
intend to enter into any negotiations 
until the government at Washington 
had taken action on the information 
derived through my report 
"She said she sent Mr. Neumann to 


Washington to prevent the ratification 
of the treaty and to have a committee 
sent out here, and he replied that he 
had been successful in both 


"I then asked her what she desired 


me to say to the government at Wash- 
ington as to her purpose in the mattel 
of this negotiation, and she expressed 
a wish that I should say from her thai 
no one was authorized to act in her 
behalf in this matter, and that she 
should take no action until the gov 
eminent at Washington had passed 
upon the information given through 
the commissioner.

The Alameda'a Newa Created Very Uttte 
Interest Jn the State Department. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 34. -So far as any 


information which has reached the 
public is concerned, there is not yet 
any change in the situation in the 
island of Hawaii 


The steamship Alamnda, which was 


expected to bring important news from 
Honolulu, the Hawaiian capital, has 
arrived at San Francisco. 


She steamed into port at 1 o'clock 


yesterday morning, and there was an 
eager rush of people who have friends 
and relatives and business interests in 
the ibland to learn what had happened, 
what was happening and what was ex- 
pected to happen. 


They were disappointed. The ship 


brought no information of any change 
except a general depression in busi- 
ness. 
There were only ten passengers on the 


steamer from Honolulu, and they were 
not posted on transpiring events, and 
took no interest in the eagerness of 
the crowd to learn what was going on 
in the island. In fact they seemed sur- 
prised that anyone should manifest 
any curiosity in Hawaiian affairs. 


Several letters came containing de 


Bcriptions of the state of affairs at the 
time the Alemeds left, stating that 
there is a general expectancy that the 
United States favors the restoration of 
the queen, but that this is as yet only 
surmise.

Copies of the Hawaiian newspapers 


brought by the steamer show that the 
provisional government has not yet 
been apprised of the full policy of the 
United States. They contain a pur- 
ported dispatch from Washington that 
Pleveland's administration proposes to 
restore the monarchy, but give no au- 
thority for the statement at Washing- 
ton.

The OrlKtn of the Firs. 


The fire started between the fourth 


»n<l fifth floors at the rear of the build- 
ing and spread with frightful rapidity. 


The ffreat majority of the employes 


of Edson, Moore & Co. were at lunch 
u hen the alarm was (riven, but there 
were eight or nine of them left on the 
upper floors. Those who were first on 
the scene saw a terrible sight. The 
•whole upper floors were a mass of 
flameh. On the window sill of the 
fourth window of the fifth floor front- 
ing on Bates street stood Bradley 
Dunning, two windows south of him 
stood James McKay. 


"Don't jump. Wait for the hook- 


und-laddcr." 


Dropped to Hie Death. 


Wnt before the ladders, could 
In- 


raised the flames rolled to the window 
ledge, where Dunning- stood 
He 


bowed his head, grasped the window 
ledge with hi& hands and then dropped 
The pco'ple watching him had 
ju&t 


time to throw a bale of jute beneath 
him, and it was no sooner iu place 
than DunniuR struck it. He bounded 
up like a rubber ball, and then fell to 
the sidowalk, limp and mangled. lie 
was taken to a near-by <li-U£- store and 
afterward to Harper's hospital, where 
he shortly after died from his injuries 


A Second Victim. 


Tin killing of .Tamos, McKaj 
fol- 


ioHed in a lew minutes. >Vhcn he ap- 
peared at the window, he made no .sign 
that he was staring death in the face. 
For a few moments lie looked over tile 
people, who appeared at a di/^y dis- 
tance below, as though wondering 
what he might do to save his life. 
There were shouts from below, but he 
apparently could not hear what was 
being said. The roar of the ilaracs 
drou ned all noise from the street. 


Aiter this short hesitation he threw 


his lect out of the window aud slid 
down until he was holding on with 
only one 
of 
his hands on 
the 


sill. 
He 
hanged 
this 
way 
for 


several seconds before he released 
his hold. The blazing fire was burst- 
ing out of the window, when the terri- 
fied man finally gave up all hope of 
saving himself and slipped loose from 
his hold. He struck on the casement 
of the second window and partly 
leaned over. This threw him so far 
out from the window that part of his 
body struck on the electric wires be- 
low! 
This partly turned him over 


again. He struck on the sidewalk 
within a few feet of the building. Po- 
licemen, firemen and spectators quickly 
ran to him, and he was carried to the 
ambulance. 


He was unconscious when picked up, 


and it was thought life was extinct. 
He lived, however, for a couple of 
hours after being removed to Emer- 
gency hospital. 


Sank Back Into the Flam». 


The awful spectacle of McKay's and 


Uunning's descent was hardly over 
when another man was seen creeping 
toward the upper window nearest the 
corner. He was evidently on his hands 
and knees, but suffocating in the dense 
smoke. He reached the sill, laid one 
arm on it and tried to drag himself to 
the open air just beyond. He was too 
far spent. One hand lie clasped over 
his face, and then a sudden burst of 
flame closed around him. The horror- 
stricken beholders saw his head drop, 
his arm drag slowly back, and then he 
sank from view as the flames rolled 
over his body. 


A Qeneral Alarm Turned In. 


Meantime a general alarm had been 


turned iu, and nearly all the companies 
in the department responded. 


The corner of Jefferson avenue and 


Bates street was a scene of intense ex- 
citement, and the avenue extending uj 
to Randolph street was filled with fire 
apparatus, dashing hither and thither, 
firemen laying lines of hose, and thou- 
sands of spectators crowding their way 
to the ropes which had been stretched 
by the police. 


The EnfflnM Bopontl. 


By the time that company No. 1 was 


on the scene the upper story was a 
mass of flames and they were spread- 
ing w ith incredible rapidity. 
The 


smoke rolled out in huge volumes, and 
at this time almost completely envel- 
oped the surrounding buildings and 
trie firemen. The big extension lad- 
der was raised amidst it all, and fire- 
men dragged a line of hose up and 
tried to play on the roaring furnace, 
but the beat and smoke soon drove 
them down, and the truck itself had 
to be removed a few minutes after- 
wards, the flames scorching the uppei 
portion of it 
The water tower wa. 


placed in position, but it seemed an al- 


most interminable period before th» 
big stream of water was turned on. 


A strong wind bepan to blow from 


the west, sweeping the fire eastward. 
It seemed impossible to stop the fire 
short of Bandolph street, but the fire- 
men swarmed on adjoining buildings 
and poured torrents of water on the 
hot smoking roofs. 


TheWtlU Ooltopia. 


The floors of the Edson-Moore build- 


infr beiran falling in » short time after 
the fire started, and at 1:20 half of the 
Bates street wall collapsed. A mo- 
ment later there were two loud re- 
ports, and the entire interior of the 
buildinp apparently collapsed. This 
undoubtedly prevented the spread of 
the flames, and at 1:50 the fire was 
practically under control 


Bumora of Greater I*osa of Life. 


After the fire had been gotten under 


control and the excitement had some- 
what subsided, rumors of greater loss 
of life became rife. The firm immedi- 
ately opened a register at an adjacent 
store, ^nd the rumors became certain 
tie&, as employes who registered told 
storieb of their narrow escapes and 
spoke positively of the men they knev 
were on the top floor when the fir 
broke out. 


MUslnz and Probably Lost. 


Edward L. Ebert was one of the 


freight receivers,, working on the flftl: 
floor of tin- building, at the time the 
alarm was -riven 
When he saw he had 


to run for liis life there were still oa 
this floor the following people that hi 
saw: Patrick Markey, Edward Genthci 
Daniel Baker, Henry Eider, Edward 
Viot. Ebert says that lie had hardl} 
reached the floor below when the roo 
fell in, and he is certain that the men 
could not have followed his fligh 
down 
The only way that they couli 


have escaped would have been by 
jumping. They could not have jumpe 
without attracting attention. 


Kbert also says a very few moment 


after he got down he saw Genther a 
one of the windows of the fifth floor 
He disappeared without making anj 
sign, and he supposed he was going t 
find a way to get down. That was th 
last that was been of him.

Eddie Leacli, the elevator boy, alb 


tells a story that leads to the conclu-

Eddie Paronek'B Close Gall. 


Eddie Paychek, of 1ST Beech street, 


was one of the imprisoned men in the 
upper story, and he had a thrilling es- 
cape. A few minutes after the fire 
broke out a rope was thrown from the 
upper story. It nearly reached the 
ground. In an instant Paychek's form 
was seen on the ledge of the window. 
Then he lowered himself as far as he 
could below the window sill and 
grabbed the rope. The crowd set up a 
cheer, and he was apparently safe. 
Rapidly, hand over hand, as if fearing 
that he would slide too fast, he neared 
the ground. A cry of alarm broke 
from the crowd as a jet of flame came 
from the window above where the 
rope was hitched. In an instant—it 
seemed that Paychek only stopped 
for a moment to look up—the entire 
window was filled with fire and there 
seemed to be no chance that the rope 
could last long enough for the man to 
reach the ground. He ceased to let 
himself down carefully and slid as fast 
a» he could, without breaking his hold. 
Then a tongue of fire burst from the 
third story. It wrapped itself around 
the life-line, and in a minute the man 
was seen to fall with the remnants of 
the rope with him. Happily at this 
time he was only twenty or twenty- 
five feat from the ground, and h» 
picked himself up and was lost sight 
of in the crowd. 


He was in his shirt sleeves, and his 


hair and eyebrows were singed by his 
narrow escape. 


During the progress of the flre Wil- 


liam Burgess, pipeman of engine com- 
pany No. 1, was severely cut by tin 
falling from the burning building. 


Probably Cremated. 


The fire was such an intensely ho' 


one that the bodies of the unfortunates 
have probably been completely ere 
mated. 


It is not known positively yet how 


the flre started, but is is believed to 
have been caused by an explosion 
Harry T. Pierson, of the'flrm of Pier 
•on A; Hough, 183 Jefferson avenue 
says that the fire was caused by an ex 
plosion on the fifth floor.

insula some 300 Ilaaeapel and Monta- 
gula Indiana were starved to death 
last winter aa a. resnlt ot the almost 
entire fivilare of the caribou hunt, upon 
which they depend for food 


Usually at the approach of winter 


these animals oome down from the in- 
terior toward the eoaat in enonnons 
herds and hundreds ant often killed in 
a single day and their flesh frozen for 
winter use

means ot subsistence
